Thus you ſee, the Prophets care is 
for Ieruſalem.

{alem, and for themthat pray for it, That 
which he alſo prayes for,is peace and prof. 
perity. This peace hce would haue inthe 
Walles, and this proſperity in the Pala. 
ces, From thence he knowes it will diffuſe 
it{elfe to meaner houſes. Yetit ſeemes by 
the way, that that ceremoniall Church 
had both Walls and. Palaces. And laſt of 
all, that this peace, this Proſperity, might 
bethe reward onely Puligentim, of ſuch 
as loue both State and Church, 
And now there is little behinde, For my 
Text is an Exhortation, and preacheth it 
lelfe. Rogate Pacem, pray for the peace of 
leruſalem. Pray for it2 Why, it feemes 
ſtrange to meethat any age ſhould bee 
weary of peace; or need an exhortation 
to pray for it, either in Church or Come 
mon-wealth. Yerthe age in which Dauid 
lived, was ſuch. For though the inſtant 
time of the compoſure of this Pſalme,was 
a time of Peace: yetit was but atime pic- 
ked our, inan age that loued not Peaces 
Dama tells vs ſo himſelte alittle before my 
Text, Pal. 120, My foute bath long. a welt 4- 
mong them that are enemics unto Peaces F

labour for peace, but when 1 ſpeake vntothens 
therof,'t*ey make the ready to battel,Sothere 
he ſpeaks for peace. And in my text he ex 
horts to pray forpeace.Andatterthat,him 
ſelte prayes torpeace. And allthis is little 
enough among them thatloue not peace, 

Howbeit take this with. you: They beare 
not the beſt mindes,(Caſes of neceſſity, and 
honourable ſafety, alwayes excepted) that 
defire the waters, either of the Church,or 
the Common-wealth, ſhould run trou- 


bled,that they may hauethe better fiſhing,

them. Who arethey whom peace cannot 
pleaſe? Who? Why, £u1bus peſſimaeſt, @F 
:mmodica cupiditas;T hey whoſe delires are 
worle then naught, in their Obie: and 
yoyd of all moderationin their purſuit, 
ThisI am ſure of-: ſince Dawid' at the 


placing of the Arke, exhorts all ſorts of | 


men Rogare pacem, to pray forthe peace of 
Teruſalemhe did not intend to leaue out 
the Prieſt, whony it concernes molt, to 
preach: peace to the-peoplez neither the 
High Prieſt, nor thereſt, bur they ſhould 


bee moſt forward in this duty. "This for 
LR the 
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Palme 122. 6,7. 
the Prieſthood then, And Chriſt himſelfe, 
when he ſent out the Seuenty to preach, 
gauethem in charge, to begin at cyery 
ouſe in which they centred, with Peace, 


: _$.Luk. 16.5. Peace beto this houſe,S.Lukato. And he thar 


preacheth not peace,orlabours not for it, 
muſt confeſle one of theſe two. Namely, 
that he thinkes Dauid was deceiued, while 


he callesto pray for peace. Or thathim- 


felfe is diſobedientto his call. 

Catluinis of opinion, thathe which will 
order his prayers right, muſt begin, nor 
with himſelfe, but at Dominus Eccleſie cor- 


pus conſeruet ; That the Lord would pre- 


ſeruethe Body of his Church. It is-juſt 
with the Propher, Peace for leruſalem. 
Forifany manbee ſo addicted to his pri- 
uate, that hee negle&the common State, 
he is voyd of the fence of piety,andwiſh- 
eth peace and happinefle to himſelf in 


vaine. For who-cuer he be, hemuſtliuein 
the Body of the Corhmon-wealth; and 


in the: Body of the Church: and if their 
loynts be out,andin trouble, howcan hee 


hopetoliuc inpeace? This is iuſt asmuch

To conclude then: God hath blefled 


this State and Church,with many and hap- 
py yeeres of peace and plenty. To haue 
had peace without plenty, had becn but a 
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ſecure poſſeſſion of miſery, Tohauchad 


plenty (if it were poſſible) without peace, 
had been a moſt vncertaine poſſeſſion of 
that, which men call happinefle,withourin- 


toying it, To haue had both theſe;withour., 
truth in Religion, & the Churches peace,; 


had bin towantthe true vſeof both. Now, 
to be weary of peace, eſpecially peace in 
truth, is toſlight God that hath giyep vs 
the bleſing--And' to abuſe peace & plenty 
to Luxuric,and-other ſins, is to'contemne 
the bleſſingit ſelfe. And therjaneither of 
theſe,but will caltapage far.vengeance, 
My exhortation. therefore ſhall keepe 
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euenwith S.Pauts,1, Tim.2, That praters and 1,Tim.2.2.: 


ſupplications be made,e ſpecially for Kings,aud 
far all that are widuthgrity, that vnder them 
We may line 4 quiet, and a peaceable hife,tn all 
godhneſſe and honeſty. Heere S. Paul would
